The other is that the work- 
ability of our scheme is on trial 
before the world and we must 
either make it good or admit a 
humiliating failure. 

The revival of L.W.W. demon- 
strations at this juncture is prob- 
ably designed to strengthen the 
hands of the element in the city 
couneil which favors plinging 
ahead into expenditure, by im- 
pressing the publie with the idea 
that there are many hundreds of 
men in the city who cannot find 
work unless the city provides it 
for them, That there is a scareity 
of work in the city is true 
enough. But it does not follow 
that the man who cannot find 
work in the city cannot find 
work, There remains the coun- 
try, and a this season of the year 
men who are able and willing to 
work should be able to find em- 
What is 
lacking is some agency for bring- 
ing the jobless man in the city 
and the job on the farm into con- 
tact. Farmers do not as a rule 
patronize employment agencics 
except when men are very urgent 
ly needed. There seems to be here 
a chance for the Provincial De- 
partment of Agriculture to do a 
work of direct and immediate 
benetit, alike to the farmer, the

RETURNS TO BATTLE 
WITH DIPLOMATICUS 


Editor Bulletin: 

8ir.—Your correspondent Diplo- 
maticus has certainly come forward 
with facts and figures to disprove my 
slatemenis on the misrule in Ireland. 
Il am not generally in the habit of 
making any statement whatever that 
Il can't prove. I said misru.e—inten- 
tional misrule—and I mean it, He 
says history is an open book and that 
ali may read, Te has overlooled 
something vitally important or else, 
io use his own words, “wilfully for- 
wets." “And ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure,” and if the 
Tory pariy had followed out this 
policy the history of Lretand and 
irishmen might bave been written dif- 
ferently. but the past can't be 
changed, 

To return to the Irish famine. Dip- 
lomatious points out that “nature, not 
wicked British people” was the cause. 
No: one can gainsay that. But 1 will 
endeavor to point out a few facts, it 
would have been worse had nature 
given no warning. But she did. There 
had been preliminary warning of 
the wave of destitution which was to 
sweep nerose the land in #Biack 
Forty Seven,” and to carry away some 
millions of its people. Famine had 
raged in the previous year, so much 
that it was thought it had reached 
its utmost severity; for in 1846 some 
300,000 had died for want of food or 
from fever brought on by hunger. The 
blight bad, however, appeared in the 
povato fie-'ds as early as 1845. But 
as your correspondent has painted out 
much was done-in the face of this 
overwhelming calamity. Yos, very 
niuch was done, but it was done too 
late, 

As early as 1845 Gord Cloncurry, 
Duke of Leicester, O'Conne!l, Henry 
Grattan and others met to consider 
What could be done to avert the 
danger which «was already creeping 
over the iand, Cloncurry stated that 
he would inform the authorities of 
the awful fate which threatened the 
country, and he would suggest that 
the ports shouid be closed against the 
export of corn, as this measure was 
absolutely necessary for the preserva- 
tlon of life, and also that distillation 
should cease tor the present. 

These recommendations he present- 
ed in person, and also pointed out 
that there was an old act of parlia- 
ment which enabled them to carry 
out these preventative measures. What 
was the told. To use the old act ot 
purliament? No, he was told that 
that step was impossible and if that 
net were used the government would 
not be in office forty-eight hours, Lord 
Choneurry severed his connection from 
the privy council at this answer. He 
again raised his voice on the subject 
oft the six million acres that lay waste 
in Ireland. But it was indeed a voice 


crying in the wilderness. 
Smith O'Brien attended Westmin- 
ster In 1845 to impress upon the 


government the growing discon.vent 
and destitution in Ireland, The re- 
ception of his suggestions convinced 
O'Grien that he must look ¢o other 
means to redress the wrongs of his 
country. Around that time the Great 
(Connell gave utterance to that 
trange and debasi doctrine “The 
liberty of the world is not worth the 
shelding of one drop of blood.” But 
a new spirit had arisen in the peo- 
pie. They could not live by moral 
toree alone, It was then that 
Meagher and Mitchell came to the 
front and the rising of ‘48 was the 


result. it has been described as 
“folly and madness,’ Do you, sir, 
think so? Let us picture ourselves 
in the same circumstances. What 
would we do? 1 venture history would 
repeat itsext. 

Had the government taken the 


steps asked—nay, beeged of them— 
the scourge would not have’ been 
quarter as terrible, In 1845 Ireland's 
irwitful soll produced £44,958,120 of 
produce and this list is not the com- 
pilation of Irishmen or Young Ire- 
land, but of Captain Larcon, the gov- 
ernment commissioner. In the face 
of these facts 1 don’t think 1 was 
blaming the government unjustly. And 
what I said tn my last letter I cannot 
retract. I have no wish to prejudiee 
your readers whatever. But these are 
historical facts. A man who knew 
the country well wrote thus: “Perhaps 
when the Ce'ii: race has passed away 
this will be denied. But the very 
brutes of the fields, which are feed- 
ing where the wives and children of 
peasant oavce gathered round the dom- 
estic hearth—the kite and ravenous 
dog that have feasted upon their un- 
buried corpses—these bear witness to 
the intensity of the calamity.” 2 
might also say are you blushing, Dip- 
lomaticus, at this prophecy?
